WILMINGTON - At Monday 
night’s Selectmen's meeting, it was 
brought to the attention that antique 
dealer Stuart A. Goldman of Canton, 
Massachusetts, may be able to give 
the town of Wilmington an invalu- 
able gift, a series of Wilmington's 
historical memorabilia. Goldman 
contacted Wilmington’s Historical 
Commission on March 10, 1997 
claiming that he had documents of 
Wilmington dating back as far as the 
eighteenth -century including such 
items as old photographs, sketches, 
documents, the town’s original seal 
and map. 

According to Carolyn Harris, 
chairman of the Historical Commis- 
sion, Goldman is requesting 15,000 
dollars for the memorabilia series 
and pleaded with the town’s Select- 
men to make a valiant attempt to 
purchase the collection so that cur- 
rent and further generations will be 
able to witness and enjoy the history 
of their home town, It is unknown at 
this time if the price is negotiable, but 
the Selectmans have agreed to make 
a strong effort to purchase these an- 
cient items. 

In fact, these very items may be 
available for the public eye at the 
upcoming fourth of July Festivities, 
As expected, James C. Stewart, the 
Festivities Chairman was given ap- 
proval to use the town common from 
July first through the sixth. The town 
common will also be used to conduct 
summer concerts on July 9, 16, 23, 
and August 5. 

Among other approvals, Craig A. 
FreedlundofRaytheon Environmen- 
tal Sefvices was granted permission 
for an aboveground storage of 1,836 
gallons of flammable substances for 
EISAI Research Institute of Boston. 
Lawrence H. Cushing III has changed 
the name of his flammable license 
from Frank’s Enterprises Inc. to 
Larry's Gas Inc. The board has also 
signed for the reimbursement of the 
signing of MA Highway Form HED- 
077 and has released a signing of 
Sewer Easement for Sixth Realty 
Trust. Karen Metcalfe’s request to 
increase the size of the sign for “No 
Trucking” between routes 62 and 125 
was also carried out. The new sign is 
already in operation.

Uptown Deli application favored by lottery commission 


Keno license game 
continues

WILMINGTON - In a bid to gain 

a Keno license from the Massachu- 
setts State Lottery. Commission 
(MSLC) Uptown Deli owner Barry 
Fiorenza may again have to go before 
the Board of Selectmen. Fiorenza 
went before the board in December 
of 1996 in an effort to establish a 
Keno game at his Middlesex Avenue 
business. 

At that meeting, the board voted 
to formally object to the license issu- 
ance based upon a background inves- 
tigation of Fiorenzda by Police Chief 
Bobby Stewart. Fiorenza then re- 
quested a hearing before the MSLC. 


The MSLC typically goes along with 
the town’s wishes, however, as a re- 
sult of the hearing, the MSLC has 
teferred.the issue back to the town 
level. 

In a letter sent to Town manager 
Michael Caira, the MSLC gave the 
town two reasons for leaving the 
record open. They are: 

“To enable officials from the lot- 
tery to review the results of the agen- 
cies criminal offender check (CORI) 
it had done on Mr. Fiorenza; and to 
give the town the opportunity to re- 
view again the Keno application at 
the “local level”and invite Mr. 
Fiorenza to appear before the licens- 


ing board to address the specific con- 
cerns. If, as a result of this action the 
town maintains its objection, the town 
has asked to.detail its reasons to the 
Lottery as they specifically relate to 
Keno.” 

The lottery also noted in the letter 
that it has reviewed the CORI it per- 
formed on Mr. Fiorenza and it did not 
disqualify him from receiving a Keno 
license. 

“I am pleased that the Lottery 
Commission has referred this issue 
back to the board of selectmen for 
review. I am hopeful that this will be 
resolved soon,” Fiorenza said

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Zeneca pact 
announced

On August 17 and 18, 1996, ille- 
gally stored toxic waste drums owned 
by Zeneca, a Delaware corporation at 
730 Main Street in Wilmington, rup- 
tured and poisonous vapors were re- 
leased into the air. Zetieca Inc. con- 
ducts research and developmentat its 
Wilmington chemical plant and 
manufactures polymer resins for inks, 
adhesives, and paints. 

The Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts informed Zeneca that it would 
take immediate legal action pursuant 
tothe Massachusetts Oil and Hazard- 
ous Material Release Prevention and 
Response Act, the Massachusetts Air 
Pollution Control Act, and the Mas- 
sachusetts Hazardous Waste Man- 
agement Act. Zeneca did not admit 
liability, but did come to an agree- 
ment with Commonwealth Attorney 
General Scott Harshbarger and will 
stipulate to the following terms: 

The Superior Court has jurisdic- 
tion over the entire subject; the De- 
partment of Environmental Protec- 
tion, along with Attorney General 
Harshbarger, have accused Zeneca 
of violating the above codes and waste 


management corporations which i 
proven, will entitle the Commort- 
wealth to relief, Within ten days, of 
the Court's entry date of Final Judg- 
ment, Zeneca will pay one half of 
200,000 dollars of a civil penalty af 
400,000 dollars to the Commori- 
wealth of Massachusetts, to be deliv- 
ered to Attorney General 
Harshbarger’s office on or before 
January 15, 1998. The second half 
will be paid in the same manneras the 
first, and failure to make these pay- 
ments will require a period of non- 
payment, interest on the amount due 
at the rate of twelve percent per 
annum, including all expenses such 
as costs of collection associated with 
collecting the unpaid amounts and 
interests as well as any attorney fees. 
Zeneca will work with an inde- 
pendentconsultantto perform ahealth 
and safety management systems ex- 
amination of the Facility and will 
also submit to the Department of 
Environmental Protection for ap- 
proval of a scope of work for the ' 
MSA as well as submit a report con- 
taining the results of the MSA ine 
spection and apply any suggestions

Dear Larz: 

We are writing to you in 
response to a letter to the editor 
published last week in the Town 
Crier entitled Absence is not 
excusable. What's so disturbing to 
us is that after years of hearing 
from the school administration that 
there needs to be more parental 
involvement in the education 
process of our children, Marlene 
Ross, a Ph.D. with over 30 years 
of experience in the Wilmington 
school system, vehemently asks the 
parents now to stay away. Is this an 
assault on current’ school 
administration policy? We are also 
troubled by Dr. Ross’ 
interpretation of the tendencies in 
gender sociological growth 
patterns during adolescence. 
Where is the data that represents 
such findings? Did Dr. Ross 
receive her Ph.D. in child 
psychology or is she just aspiring 
for the recognition? There seems 
to be many questions in an article 
written by an educator with a 
Ph.D. and over 30 years of 
teaching experience. Furthermore, 
where is the protocol in writing 
such an article? 

If the article had focused on the 
morality in an educated process of 
decision making, it would have had 
a far more positive and community 
based appeal. Let me remind Dr. 
Ross, it is the citizens of 
Wilmington who have paid her 
salary for over 30 years. They are 
the same people who managed to 
raise over $26,000,000 through a 
debt exclusion to build a new 
middle school facility. They are 
the same people who attend PAC 
meetings and hold fundraisers 
throughout the year to support the 
financial needs that aren't covered 
through the yearly budget that we 
vote to appropriate. They are the 
same people who purchase 
wrapping paper, candy bars, 
candles, towels and a number of 
other sundries to support the 
schools and school based 
programs.

They're homeless 
indigents, unsupported, who end up 
here because there really is nowhere 
else for them to go to get sober. They 
could be in homeless shelters, other- 
wise known as wet shelters such as 
the one in Lowell, but if people in 
those circumstances choose to be 
sober, they may wait for months to 
get into a halfway house. They. [the 
halfway houses] are usually smaller 
than ours. Lowell is 20, and the 
women’s is 30. If they have to wait 
two or three months to get into a 
fway house, they must wait in the 
shelter with others that are chroni- 
cally inebriated before they get to a 
place like this. Here, they can get 
some education and stability, and be 
really good candidates for long term 
tteatment.” 

The Nichols Program isa publicly 
fianded 180-bed, structured residen- 
tial stabilization and transitional treat- 
ment program, and is dedicated to 
providing a safe and sober environ- 
ment for homeless, chemically de- 

ndent men continuing in a long- 


the disease of chemical depen- 


services to assist them in their return 
tocommunity living. Each client has 
adaily schedule of structured recov- 
ery activities and their group therapy 
consists of a 12 step recovery pro- 
cess, relapse prevention, and other 
aspects of the recovery process to 
reach their final goal: an addiction- 
free return to community living. 
‘There is also a specialized program 
for seniors, who are generally long- 
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term clients and whose focus is on 
maintaining sobriety and improving 
their quality of life. 

Powers believes that the people 
graduating from the Nichols Program 
here have gotten halfway houses 
across the state recognizing that this 
is a very successful program. The 
clients emerging from this program 
are ready to take on leadership roles.

They getall of 
that here so that when they go to the 
halfway houses they’re natural peer 

leaders for other groups across the 

State,” he said. “After they've spent 

the 30 to 48 days here, they're com- 

mitted to treatment and they can build 

upon that commitment at the halfway 

houses,” Powers says. 

Stephen Wilson's story began in 
1991 with a31 day stay at the Worces- 
ter Detox. Wilson, who was living on 
the streets said "I was homeless, sepa- 
rated from my wife, my kids." After 
detox Wilson found the Nichols Pro- 
gram where his life turned around. 
"When I finished the program here, I 
had no place to go and they told me 
that I could stay here as long as I 
wanted to." Now Wilson works at 
the Nichols program as a counselor, 
is reunited with his wife and family. 
Wilson lives in his own apartment in 

~ Lowell, and counsels a case load of 
22 people. He plans on attending 
classes for his certificate to in sub- 
stance counseling. "I wanted to be 
employed inthe same field that helped 
me and give other people the’ same 
chance that the Nichols Program gave 
me. They saved my life." 

Admission to the Nichols Program 
is through public and private detoxi- 
fication centers, private hospitals, 
shelters, outpatient programs, and 
other sources. A brief application 
and medical form is filled out and 
Faxed to the office where the admis- 
sion process begins. “We screen 
people as best we can,” said Joann 
Cailler, Director of the Nichols Pro- 
gram. “If anyone is being dishonest, 
we catch it by cross referencing [the 
application] through security when 
they're admitted. When someone 
makes a mistake [on an application) 
because they have a problem such as 
dementia, which isn’tuncommon, we 
are linked into the hospital computer 
so that we can pull up false names. 
We don’t require identification un- 
less we're granting them an off- 
grounds pass. If we're granting them 
an off grounds pass where they'll 
actually be leaving the building for a 
doctor's appointment or specialized 
appointment because they’re not 
physically with a staff person the 
entire time, they would then have to 
provide an ID We didn’t want to 
mandate an ID check for every ad- 
mission because that would. screen 
out a lot of our men. A lot are 
homeless, particularly the elder popu- 
lation, so if we required a positive 
photo ID to get into the Nichols Pro- 
gram, it would then shut the door on 
the very people that we're trying to 
reach out to,” Cailler said. 

. There are four groups of clients. 
during the day, three bed checks, and 
three meals so that the staff knows 


are people who are truly seeking to 
change their way of life. If someone 
were trying to hide, this isn’t where 
they would come. There isn't the 
availability to do that successfully 
here. I’m not saying it couldn't hap- 
pen, but I think that because of the 
accountability and because of the 
therapeutic relationships that they 
develop with their counselors, people 
get honest just for the basic therapeu- 
tic tool that’s valued in that relation- 
ship,” Cailler added. Each client 
receives a primary counselor, which 
they meet with on a regular basis for 
2-3 times per week. Usually any dis- 
crepancies in application informa- 
tion will arise by the second time 
with their counselors. 

“In the last year or so, to the credit 
of the affiliation, there has been less 
and less concerns between the Hospi- 
tal and the municipal leaders because 
this place has been managed ex- 
tremely well,” says Cailler. “Our 
relationship with Tewksbury and the 
surrounding towns has continued to 
grow more and more solid.” 

The Glenice Sheehan Program 

The Sheehan Program is struc- 
tured similarly to the Nichols Pro- 
gram and includes the specific needs 
that women have. Referrals come 
from MCI Framingham, Lancaster, 
area Hospitals and Psychiatrists are 
examples of the many referral sources 
available. This program provides an 
environment of privacy, support and 
encouragement while undertaking the 
important challenge of changing be- 
havior and attitudes necessary for 
recovery. Emphasis is placed on 
helping women discover new aspects 
of themselves and providing the sup- 
port and practical tools to allow those 
aspects to develop. 

“Probably 80 - 90% of the women 
who are alcoholics who are in homes 
with families are disenfranchised 
from their families. They [the 
women] are more apt to be told to 
leaye the dwelling, whereas with the 
men, their situations are perceived as 
breadwinners and [they] most likely 
stay with the family,” Powers says. 
“There are a lot of women in these 
kinds of circumstances that are not 
getting services. We determined that 
the best possible utilization of this 
[program] would be what it is now: 
women’s longer term, not real long, 
but longer than traditional halfway 
houses, [treatment]. Because of their 
biological factors, and soon, [women] 
tend to have a much tougher time 
when they are in their 30's, 40's, and 
50's with alcoholism. The social 
impairmentis more dramatic because 
of the disenfranchisement from their 
families,” Powers adds. 

Powers said that the Program 
opened in 1987 with a grant from

Pow- 
ers added. 

“The average length of stay is nine 
months to about one and one half 
years, and we're working on decreas- 
ing that,” said Maureen Dunn, Direc- 
tor of the Sheehan Program. “One of 
the programs I’m working [with the 
women] on now is a three phase pro- 
gram: orientation, which is the first 
30 days when they first come in and 
meet with groups of women in simi- 
lar situations; integration, which con- 
tinues their treatment from 30 days to 
whenever they are ready [to go into 
the next phase]; and transition, the 
phase that helps them get back out 
[into the community and to their fami- 
lies}. 

“While the women are on the wait- 
ing list of our program (currently 
about two months), we try our very, 
best to make them a part of the treat- 
ment program here. We invite them 
to come on a day treatment basis to 
take classes so that they can build a, 
relationship with the staff and with 
clients, take part in AA or any of the 
women’s treatments being offered, 
or simply just to take part in the social 
atmosphere of the rehab so that itcan 
be a home,” Sheila M. Considine, 
Assistant Site Director ofthe Sheehan 
Program says. This method of inte-  , 
gration makes the transition to the 
program a smooth one for the clients. 

Drug addiction is a treatable dis- 
ease that can be checked. Recovery 
begins with acceptance and accep- 
tance is an ongoing process. These 
two programs are designed to treat 
those who need and want treatment.

Program brings Wilmington 
Students back to town

WILMINGTON - Cleo Fredette, 
director of special education, re- 
ported on the first year of The Alter- 
native Education Program ata recent 
school committee meeting, saying 
the program was highly successful. 

Fredette was assisted in his pre- 
sentation to the school committee by 
special education staff members 
Michael Barry, Sharon Beasley, 
Elizabeth Gates, Elaine Levine and 
Marguerite Ryan. 

Fredette said The Alternative Edu- 
cation Program (TAP) allowed five 
students who were being educated at 
Wilmington’s expense outside the 
town to return to Wilmington High 
School for their schooling. TAP also 
enabled four more students who 
would have been sent out of town to 
stay at the high school. 

Fredette said TAP was not only 


succesfi}l in fulfilling education goals, .. 


but also generated significant sav- 
ings for the town. Later, Bradford 
Jackson, director of administration 
and finance, said a good portion of 
the June 3 $187,905.03 balance in the 
education budget was due to savings 
intuition and transportation costs due 
to TAP. 

Special education teacher Barry 
explained that students who study 
outside the town can easily spend an 
hour going to and from their school, 
and that, plus not being part of their 
local school’s sports and extra cur- 
ricular activities programs, can de- 
prive students of opportunities every 
student needs for social development. 
Barry said that TAP allows students 
who may need specially taylored aca- 
demic programs to still participate in 
sports, drama and the full range of 
extra curricular activities. In addi- 
tion, said Barry, the students partici- 
pate in a job development program 
during their senior year and are gradu- 
ally “mainstreamed” into many stan- 
dard academic courses. 

+ Beasely said that many of the stu- 
dents go to seven alternative class 
sessions plus four of five mainstream 
classes with other students. 

Beasely explained that with a 
seven to one student-teacher ratio, 
when a TAP student expreinces a 
problem that would normally puthim 
r her out of commission for the rest 
ofthe day’s work, the staffcan imme- 
diately supply crisis and stress man- 
agement help so the student can re- 
sume the academic day. 

‘ Students who qualify for TAPhave 
difficulty with the normal school day, 
for example, they may tend to be- 
ome confused in classrooms filled 
with many students, said Beasely. 
TAP students may have great diffi- 
culty relating to the standard curricu- 
lum such as classical literature pro- 
grams, said Beasley. “We find out 
what the student is interested in,” 
said Beasely, “and then base a litera- 
ture program on those interests.” 

The special education staff made 
it clear that although TAP students 
may utilize a different curriculum, 
they must acquire the same skills as 
the students in mainstream classes. 
TAP offers students highly structured 
programs plus alot of personal atten- 


tion, and encourages students to move 
out of the TAP classroom for regular 
classes wherever they can. Accord- 
ing to TAP staff, in addition to teach- 
ing the TAP classes, the TAP teach- 
ers function as resource-room instruc- 
tors to help the TAP students with 
their mainstream courses. 

School Committee Member Rob- 
ert Young asked if standards for 
grades were in any way modified for 
TAP students. Barry did not directly 
answer Young's question, saying, 
“They're responsipble for all work 
they're assigned.” 

Young observed that historically 
students who have trouble with the 
standard school day have extremely 
poor attendance records, often being 
absent up to 45 days. Beasely re- 
plied, “Our kids are not absent,” add- 
ing that the TAP. students arrive on 
time to all the TAP classes. Beasley 
did not Mention what type’of record 
the TAP students had with their main- 
stream classes, however, she said that 
the maximum number of absences 
for the school day was five days. 

Barry said that most of the TAP 
students are highly motivated to suc- 
ceed. Ryan added that the TAP stu- 
dents do well and have not exhibited 
behavior problems in mainstream 
classes because they appreciate be- 
ing part of the regular school classes. 
Beasley noted that the mainstream 
teachers notifiy TAP staff immedi- 
ately if one of the TAP students be- 
gins to slip, so TAP staff can and do 


intervene immediately. 

TAP staff said they involve par- 
ents, and would like to hold ongoing 
meetings for TAP students’ parents 
as a group next year at a time most 
convenient for the parents. 

Young asked how old the TAP 
students were, and Fredette said the 
students range in age from 14 to 19, 
adding that students can be accom- 
modated in the program until their 
22nd birthday. 

The TAP staff indicated that itis 
usefuly for a student who is having a 
problem to be able to withdraw to a 
quiet space. The staff said that aroom 
currently filled with photography 
equipment among other things would 
be very useful as a quiet space. Com- 
mittee member Young asked Jack- 
son to look into how much it would 
costtoclean out the room in question, 
and Jackson said he would do so. 

The TAP staff. said they would 
like to expand one program geared to 
vocational development in which 
TAP students baked and marketed 
take-home goodies such as pastries 
using a commercial-grade stove that 
happened to be located near the TAP 
classrooms. The program would help 
the students learn about all phases of 
a business. 

School Committee chair Barbara 
Breaky cheerfully closed the discus- 
sion by saying she would like to be on 
the list of prospects “when you get 
those entrees and deserts” ready.

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Deregulation concerns 


Reading Municipal Light | 


READING - Deregulation, or 
re-regulation, of the electric 
industry was the focus of an 
informational meeting hosted by 
the Reading Municipal Light 
Department (RMLD). for’ US 
Congressman John Tierney, state 
legislators, local officials, and 
municipal light department 
representatives. The meeting was 
designed to provide an update on 
deregulation, including the status 
of a state-sponsored bill to 
deregulate the industry, Federal 
involvement in the issue, and what 
deregulation will mean to public 
power systems and_ their 
customers. 

Hosted by RMLD General 
Manager Len Rucker and Public 
Relations Manager Ann Marie 
Brennick, the meeting featured 
speakers from the local, state, 
regional and national levels. 
Manager Rucker and Belmont 
Municipal Light Department 
Manager and President of the 
Municipal Electric Association of 
Massachusetts (MEAM) Timothy 
McCarthy presented the ‘public 
power systems perspective, 
Stressing the unique aspects 
involved with home rule issues and 
load aggregation, a move which 
would allow one corporation to 
buy power for all entities within 
that corporation. 

State Senator John O'Brien 
(D-2nd Essex), Chairman of the 
Legislature's Joint Committee on 
Energy, described deregulation's 
birth in the state legislature after 
Congress allowed large utility 
users to get competitive pricing, 
demonstrating that utility power 
could come enter the retail market. 

“This is an important step for 
Massachusetts to make,” Senator 
O'Brien said. "The 
Commonwealth must be a leader to 
set down fair rules - if we wait, 


we'll “lose tremendous 
opportunities. Congress and the 
Federal Energy Regulatory 


Commission (FERC), must also be 
proactive."

Northeast Public Power 
Association (NEPPA) Executive 
Director Patrick Hyland presented 
a look at the Federal efforts 
regarding restructuring of the 
electric industry, including foar 
bills which have been filed in 
Congress this year. 

“All these bills have different 
strengths," he said. “And, more 
people are adding on as the issue of 
deregulation moves further along. 
As public power utilities, our 
electric systems are concerned 
about the Federal government's 
role in regulating what we do. We 
believe that the states should have 
the authority to make their own 
decision.” 

Since many of the public power 
systems are municipally-owned, 
deregulation must take into account 
the taxpayers role as owner, 
according to Hyland. This unique 
situation could create problems if 
prior investments are "stranded" 
and municipals are left to pay 
through municipal debt.

“A helping hand rather 
than a handout’

e aim of the 
Community Services 
Network (CSN) is. to 

keep people from becoming 
homeless rather than provide 
for them afterwards. 

Facing the economic needs of 
the area, Stoneham based CSN 
made the decision to shut down 
the shelter that they ran for 
close to 10-years. 

However, those people that 
are homeless and live in 
Burlington, North Reading, 
Reading, Stoneham, Tewksbury, 
Wakefield, Wilmington, Win- 
chester or Woburn as well as 
four other area communities 
may have to travel but they will 
be provided with a shelter. The 
new state laws require that any 
shelter with an opening must 
take in the next available appli- 
cant. 

Executive Director Sheila 
Herbeck said, of the reason for 
closing the shelter, “We did not 
have enough people from this 


were a homeless agency.” 

That statement is borne out 
by the history of the private not- 
for-profit agency. It was estab- 
lished in November, 1985 as an 
information and referral service 
for Stoneham residents only. 

The mission quickly expand- 
ed and the agency acquired the 
former Spot Pond Motel as a 
shelter, after Herbeck discov- 
ered that many people from the 
area had to make use of motels 
along Route One in Saugus as 
shelter for their families. 

As the agency expanded 
many of the programs that were 
started became pilots for many 
other agencies throughout the 
state to follow. 

Perhaps that will be the case 
with the new programs that 
Herbeck is leading CSN into as 
the agency approaches the new 
century.

As Herbeck notes, in her his- 
tory of the agency, “Today in 
1997 CSN provides a variety of 
oriented services. Which 
include: 

-Informational and referral 
services; 

-Advocacy programs; 

-Homeless Intercept Pro- 


gram; 

Family Self Sufficiency Case 
Management for Housing Auth- 
orities; 

-Rehab agency for Massachu- 
setts Housing Finance Agency 
(MHFA), Home Improvement 
Loan Program (HILP) and Get 
the Lead Out (GLO); 

-A small revolving loan fund; 

-First Time Homebuyer pro- 
gram, 

-Purchase and rehab pro- 
gram under MHFA; and Weed 
and Seed Job Links Program (a 
new program for Woburn only). 

Herbeck said that two of the 
programs, sponsored by MHFA, 
listed above have the goal of 
keeping homeowners, especially 
those with older homes, in their 
houses and off the homeless 
rolls, 

Get the Lead Out is one of 
these programs. 

“A lot of people have older 


homes that have lead,” Herbeck 
explained. 


She added that onte the lead 
has been discovered state law 
requires that it be removed 
within 24-months, 

Under the three year old pro- 
gram those homeowners that 
qualify can receive up to $35,000 
for any work that needs to be 
done related to lead removal. 

Those that qualify include: 

*Owner-occupants. whose 
income does not exceed the 
MHFA home mortgage program 
limits (in this area those limits 
are $50,000 per-year for one and 
two family members or $57,000 
per-year for three or more fami- 
ly members); 

¢Investor-owners who rent 
their property to income eligible 
(see above) tenants; and 

*Non-profit organizations 
which own properties and will 
rent to income eligible tenants. 

Those owners with a single 
family property are eligible to 
receive up to $20,000; two fami- 
lies are eligible for $25,000; three 
families, $30,000; and four fami- 
lies, $35,000. 

Owner occupants and non- 
profits are eligible to receive 0- 
interest loans. An investor 
owner, that qualifies may 
receive a three percent interest 
loan. 


The HILP program is for 
“needed home repairs or just 
bringing a home into compli- 
ance with new state environ- 
mental code requirements such 
as Title V...”

The qualifications are pretty 
much the same as those for 
GLOs. 

Through HILP eligible home- 
owners can secure loans of up to 
$15,000 to make needed home 
repairs such as: 

-repairing or replacing 
sewage disposal systems; ~ 

-exterior or interior struc- 
tural repairs; 

-enhancing basic living condi- 
tions, safety or energy efficien- 
cy; and/or 

-bringing a home up to build- 
ing code by repairing wiring, 
broken pipes, or faulty heating 
systems. 


HILP loans are currently 
available at 7.15 percent interest 
rates (subject to change). The 
available amounts vary as fol- 
lows: 
$2,500 to $5,000-a five year 
term; 

*$5,000 to $10,000-a 10 year 
term; and 

-$10,000 to $15,000-a 15 year 
term. 

As with other issuing agen- 
cies, CSN must provide the fol- 
lowing for HILP applicants: 

-Financial Counseling and 
loan eligibility determination. 
(Herbeck explained that the 
MHFA does not want to be the 
cause of the applicant getting in 
over his or her head with credit 
problems); 

-Property inspection to identi- 
fy the work required and the 
cost of that work; 

-Assistance in locating/select- 
ing a licensed bonded contrac- 
tor; 

-Selection of a participating 
lender; 

-Establishing an escrow 
account for loan funds; 

-Monitoring construction and 
authorizing withdrawal of funds 
to pay for work that has' been 
done; and 

-Inspecting property upon the 
completion of improvements and 
certifying that all work was 
done in accordance with specifi- 
cations. 

The borrower is charged a 
$300 fee for the above services 
but that fee can be paid out of 
the loan amount. However, the 
applicant needs to be prepared 
to pay for any title examination, 
recording and filing fees,

Sprained ankle common sport injury 


Nearly one out of five 
patients who go to the emer- 
gency room for sports-related 
injuries has a sprained ankle. 

Ten million Americans, 
Michael Segell wrote in a cur- 
rent issue of Sports Afield, 
sprained their ankles last year. 

More than 85 percent of 
them are due to an inversion 
injury — what we colloquially 
refer to as rolling, turning or 
going over on an ankle. The 
rest are due to eversion — 
twisting the foot to the outside. 
Most sprains occur while run- 
ning, turning or landing after a 
jump. And once you turn an 
ankle, there’s a good chance 
you'll re-injure it within a year. 

Sports-medicine doctors 
have fine-tuned their recom- 
mendations for rehabilitating 
injured ankles. Treatment 
regimes are much more ag- 
gressive than they were in the 
past, resulting in shorter 
recovery time and a speedier 
return to sporting activities. 

If you are able-to-place any 
weight on your foot immediate- 
ly after. twisting it, it’s proba- 
bly not broken. If you can’t, or 
if you have pain on the inside 
of the ankle, you should have it 
X-rayed to rule out a fracture. 
There are three grades of 
ankle sprain. If you roll it 
while walking or running, 
you've stretched the ligaments 
that cover the ankle bone and 
suffered a mild sprain. When 
the ligaments partly tear, you 
have a moderate, or Grade II 
sprain — and when the liga- 
ments are mostly or complete- 
ly torn, your sprain is severe. 

Treatment for all sprains, 
regardless of severity, is the 
same, which is why it’s rarely 
necessary to see a doctor if the 
ankle is not broken. Rest, ice, 
compression and _ elevation 


(RICE) during the first 48 
hours are crucial to a fast 
recovery. Ligament tears 
cause small blood vessels in 
the area to rupture, resulting 
in immediate hemorrhaging 
and swelling. The bleeding and 
collection of plasma around the 
ankle typically continues for 
about 48 hours. To reduce 
swelling, keep the ankle 
elevated about the level of the 
heart, wrap it in an elastic 
bandage as tightly as you can 
tolerate, and ice the area for 
about half an hour every three- 
or-four hours. 

Years ago, patients were ad- 
vised to stay off the injured 
foot for as long as two weeks 
and then begin rehabilitation. 
Today, doctors advise staying 
off a severely sprained ankle 
for about 48 hours, using 
crutches when necessary. AS 
the swelling goes down, you 
should begin weight-bearing 
exercises, depending on the 


severity of the sprain, and 
stretching exercises. 

Injury to a joint in the lower 
body interrupts a neuralgic 
feedback loop, or propriocep- 
tion, that helps you maintain 


-balance and coordination. As 


you regain strength and in- 
crease youn exercises, it’s im- 
portant to retrain your ankle to 
send the nerve signals that in- 
sure proper proprioceptive- 
function. A simple test involves 
standing on one leg with eyes 
closed, then on the other, while 
trying to maintain your 
balance. 

With proper training, most 
athletes can return to exercise 
or sports after a few weeks, 
even if their ligaments have 
suffered major tears, But be, 
cause it takes about six weeks 
for scar tissue to heal, and 
about six months to regain full 
strength, you're at a high risk 
of re-injuring your ankle dur- 
ing this period.

Meeting supported the recom- 
mendation of the Selectmen and 
Finance Committee to spend 
$250,000 in stabilization to 
replace half the windows at the 
Middle School with a state of the 
art translucent plastic, rather 
than glass, which will reduce 
energy and vandalism costs and 
provide improved lighting within 
the classrooms. A hand-count 
was required since a two-thirds 
majority is needed to tap into 
the stabilization fund.

but also pose a serious threat of 
wildfires to the local communi- 
tiés that border the Fells. 

“According to Lt. Donahue of 
the Medford State Police 
Barracks, ‘this taskforce has 
been extremely successful so 
far, and will continue for the 
remainder of the summer. The 
noise, fires, and illegal parking 
from the parties not only dam- 
ages the park but also seriously 
impacts the quality of life for 
those living near the Fells.

Moose sightings likely to increase 


Moose sightings in eastern 
Massachusetts are likely to 
increase over the next few 
weeks warns the division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife. Moose 
activity in the Bay State has 
increased in each of the last few 
years. d 

In 1996, 12 moose-vehicle 
accidents were reported setting 
a new record. The previous high 
had been eight. This continues a 
trend that mirrors increases in 
moose/vehicle accidents ob- 
served during the 1980's in New 
Hampshire and Vermont. 


In 1983, New Hampshire 
recorded 15 moose/vehicle colli- 
sions; in 1996, there were 256. 
Massachusetts will likely not 
haye, moose densitjes as high as, 
those in parts of New Hamp- 
shire, however, with large num- 
bers of roads and heavy traffic 
the potential for serious human 
injury and fatality is great with 
even a low density moose popu- 
lation. 

Historically, moose sightings 
in Massachusetts occurred in 
September and October during 
the mooses breeding season or 
rut. The animals involved were 
typically young males displaced 
from northern states. 


Since 1994, more sightings 
and other records have occurred 
during May and June than dur- 
ing the rut. These spring moose 
are usually young females that 
were likely born in Massachu- 
setts and are dispersing in 
search of their own home 
ranges. 

This pattern is expected to 
continue in 1997. Already this 
year, division biologists have 
had to immobilize and move two 
moose from urban areas in 
western Massachusetts during 
April, earlier than ever before. 
Two moose have also been hit by 
vehicles and one was destroyed 
while on a highway by the envi- 
ronmental police. 


The Division of Fisheries and 


/ Wildlife is working with the 


Massachusetts Highway Depart- 
ment to install warning signs on 
sections of highways with histo- 
ries of moose crossing activity. 
Many of these signs will be in 
Worcester county. Several signs 
will be placed along Route 2; 
several others will be installed 
in Essex County along major 
highways near Chelmsford and 
Andover where moose are fre- 
quently sighted in spring and 
fall.

BUILT IN 1912, this is the fifth meeting house of the oldest parish in Wakefield 
and this spire, overlooking Lake Quannapowitt, is the fifth one that topped the 
four meeting houses on the site (the picture was incorrectly identified last week). 
The first meeting house in Wakefield was on the corner of Main and Albion 
streets. When the second meeting house was built, it was moved to Hart’s Corner 
(what is now Common and Church streets) where this ediface now stands. A third 
* “ffiéeting hoiise’was bullf' in ‘1767 and sérvéd the congfegation until 1890. Because 
of the Great Gale of 1815, the spire was removed from that building and replaced 
with a dome. The fourth meeting house was built on the site in 1892 and burned in 
1909, when construction was begun on this church. Built in a Byzantine 
Romanesque style, the building was designed by the Boston firm of Hartwell, 
Richardson and Driver. In 1964 the congregation voted the merger with the United 
Church of Christ and the church officially became known as the First Parish 
Church of Wakefield (United Church of Christ). This is the fourth in the series on 
church spires by Middlesex East photographer Frank Gazarian.

Secure loose shingles..now 


Spring winds are notorious 
for blowing shingles off roofs all 
across the country. 

The key to proper roof perfor- 
mance is to check the shingles 
twice a year. For protection 
against wind, check the roof in 
the fall, looking for any raised 
or unsealed shingle tabs. These 
tabs need to be resealed before 
the dreaded spring winds blow. 

Once a tab is loose, its own 
sealing ability often becomes 
impaired due to contamination 
of its seal strip. This prevents

the shingle from resealing, espe- 
cially during the cooler winter 
months. Before resealing, all 
those shingles should be checked 
for proper fastening. Fasteners, 
that are high (into or above the 
seal strip) or missing should be against wind uplift. 
replaced. Proper fastening is 
essential to proper shingle per- 
formance. 

Hand seal all loose shingles 
using an asphaltic plastic 
cement, commonly referred to 


shingle to blister.
